PROSECUTION OF SEE HINGES UPON 


MYSTERIOUS DANNER GIRL’S WORD. 


Chicago Police Captain, Disgusted by Delay in Trial of 
“Perfect Life” Prophet (?) Openly Charges Witness is 
Myth and Alleged Story Was Fabricated to “Give 
Cheap Notority to Somebody.” 


HICAGO, Jan. 30.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
C patch.] A “show-down” is expect- 

ed soon in the case of Prof. Arthur 
Evelyn See, unless the prosecution pro- 
| duces the elusive “Hazel Danner,” the 
‘only witness who appears willing to 
testify against the cult leader. 

Capt. Max Danner of the Sheffield- 
avenue station, who has handled the 
case throughout, is weary of the delay. 
He ts trying to arrange a meeting with 
Attorney John F. Rosen, representing 


Hazel Danner, before the Federal in- 
vestigators. 
“I will de glad to meet Attorney 


Rosen in Mr. De Woody's office. I'm 
going to tell him just what I think of 
him when I do,” said Capt. Danner. 

“Hazel Danner is a myth, an inven- 
tion. The whole case is a tissue of lies 
from start to finish and was concocted 
to give some one some cheap publicity 
and notoriety because of the space the 
newspapers were giving the See case. 

“George E. Danner—if there is any 
such person—is no brother or relative 
of mine. I had nothing to do with 
starting the case and want nothing to 
do with it. But I don't like being 
mixed in a controversy and having my 
veracity questioned because some one's 
scheme to gain notoriety is beginning 
to fall down.” 

“I will prove my sincerity to Mr. 
De Woody and every one else,“ said 
Attorney Rasen, who produced what 
purported to be two affidavits by Hazel 
Danner. Both were undated. The first 
‘was the first one made, Rosen said, 
when the girl and her father visited 
his office to file the suit, January 6. 

Parts of the first affidavit follow: 
“My name is Hazel Danner. I lived 
at No. 1173 Webster avenue with my 
father, George E. Danner, up to about 
November 1, 1910, when I entered the 
‘junior commonwealth’ of Evelyn Ar- 
thur See.” 
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he specific charges against See are 
then set forth, “eight or nine“ offenses 
being specified, and the affidavit pur- 
ports to tell how See won the girl over 
to the cult in these words: 

In the latter part of November I 
called on Mr. See at his home to as- 
certain whether I should enter the

Dr. Duval has just made publie the 
results of his long investigations. 
Briefly, he has, for the first time in 
the history of science, isolated the

“It is the sentiment of the teachers 
and of the people of Southern Califor- 
nia that we continue this campaign 
and stand mpromisingly for a 
university for Southern Califor- 


The petitions circulated in favor of 
the establishment of a State Univer- 
sity were signed by upward of 60,000 
men and women, including practically 
every teacher in Southern Caifornia. 
The latter are indignant at any sug- 
gestion that they waver in the fight. 

In addition to these petitions many 
hundreds of teachers have also signed 
a blank saying that they wish to 
take university extension work this 
summer and that they prefer to do 
the work in Los Angeles. 

“Now why should we forever be com- 
pelled to go to the northern part of 
the State to take this work,“ said 
one teacher, last night, “when we go 
there and receive it from the hands of 
the heads of departments in our own 
colleges and high schools? Surely it 
would be just as effective instruction 


and at a much less cost if we were 


permitted to take this work here in 
Los Angeles.” 
NOT NEEDED, IT SAYS. 

Here also are some of the reasons 
set forth by the Teachers’ University 
Club, why Southern California does 
not need a school of technology. 
which they declare, news- 
papers would force u the cultured 
people of the south as a subterfuge, 
overlooking and ignoring the needs of 
the people in their demand for an in- 
stitution of liberal arts.”’ 

Continuing, they say: This is a 
center of culture. There is no field 
here for the graduates of such a 
school; it would be the most expensive 
kind of a school to establish, and would 
benefit a small minority; boys, and 
not girls, would receive practically 
all the benefit—a benefit to the few 
at the expense of the many. 

“The field is already provided for; 
the higher education here should be 
carried out upon the basis already 
laid in our preparatory schools, and 
the greatest need of the boys and girls 
is along lines in which all will receive 
a liberal education.’ 

Mr. Keppel telegraphed from Sacra- 
mento yesterday, to different individ- 
uals and companies that have made 
offers of sites for the untversity, wish- 
ing to know if they would transfer 
their offers to a school of technology. 
The Los Angeles Investment Company 
at once replied in the affirmative. 

One of those active in the university 
movement said last night that this 
telegram does not indicate that Mr. 
Keppel has changed front, particularly 
in view of the fact that he has not 
consulted any of the members of the 
executive committee on the subjeg, 
and this committee ts unanimously in 
favor of rejecting any sort of a com- 
promise and of clinging to the original 
proposition, win or lose, at the present 
session of the Legislature.

HOTLY CONTESTED, 


The case has been on trial before 
Judge Houser a week and has been 
a hotly contested litigation.

Attorneys for plaintiff 
and defendant have had the constant 
advice of surgeons at their elbows and 
have continually been prepared with 
recently-digested works on medicine, 
anatomy and physiology.

Schenck subjected each to a grilling 
cross-examination and from each 
elicited the informution that if the cane 
cer was there when the operation » as 
performed it would still be present. 
They also said that it would he likely 
to increase in size and not decrease. 

With this foundation, he Sprung the 
sensation of offering to send his client 
to the operating table.

EXPORTED IN 1910—LARGES1 
VALUE YET. 

Five hundred and thirty million dollars 
was the value of the raw cotton exported 
by the United States in 1910 calendar, ex- 
ceeding the highest record ever heretofore 
made by more than $60,000,000 in value. 
The quantity exported, however, was ma- 
terially less than in certain earlier years, 


having been but 3641 million pounds in 1910 


against 4374 million pounds in 1908, when 
the value was but $439,000,000, says the 
Bureau of Statistics... The average export 
price in 1910 was 14% cents per pound, 


| against practically 10 cents in 1908, the 
high record year for quantity, the average | 


export price in 1910 having been higher 
than in any year since 1874. December, 
1910, was the record month, $103,000,000, 
while no earlier month ever reached the

NATIONAL CONSTITUTIONAL CON- 
VENTION. 

The Constitution of the United States 
may be amended either by Congress pro- 
posing an amendment, and the Legisla- 
tures of two-thirds of the States ratifying 
it, or by the Legislatures of two-thirds of 
the States voting in favor of a national con- 
vention to propose amendments, which 
amendments must be ratified by the Legis- 
latures of the necessary number of States, 
or by State conventions called for that pur- 


pose. 

The former course has been hitherto pur- 
sued, probably because by such process 
only one amendment could be considered, 
while a national convention could make 
as many changes in the Constitution as a 
majority of its members might see fit to 
do. 

Twenty-nine State Legislatures have 
voted in favor of a national convention 
for general revision. If two more State 
Legislatures shall join in the demand a 
national convention will result. 

The avowed object of such convention 
is to provide for the election of United 
States Senators by popular vote, but the 
convention may not limit its action to one 
amendment. It may take into considera- 
tion nation wide marriage and divorce 
laws, or woman suffrage, or rescission of 
the Fifteenth Amendment. If it provides for 
popular election of Senators it may change 
the number of Senators, and may make al- 
lotments based upon population instead of 
according the same number to each State 
as now. It has frequently been a subject 
of comment, if not of complaint, that New 
York with a hundred times as many people 
as Nevada has no more Senators than the 
latter, and that Rhode Island has as potent 
in the Senate as Pennsylvania 
which has eight times her population. 

If representation in the Senate should 
be based upon population, California and 
other States would hold their present quota 
of two Senators each. New York, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania and some other States would 
have an increased number of Senators, 
while Nevada, Idaho, Montana, Utah, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Colorado, Wyoming, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Rhode Island, Delaware and pos- 
sibly Florida and Arkansas would be re- 
duced to one Senator each. Or it might 
be that each State would be permitted to 
retain two Senators with additional Sen- 
ators allotted to States of large popula- 
tion. In either event the States with smal! 
population would have their Senatorial 
representation reduced, either absolutely 
or proportionally. 

If a national convention is held there 
may be some unanticipated results.

LATICAL STRATEGY. 

The spectacle of Republican members 
of the West Virginia Legislature leaving 
the State for Ohio, so as to break a qvo- 
rum and prevent the ousting of several 
Republican Senators on trumped-up charges, 
recalls ah incident of political history, in- 
volving the trip of Ohio Senators into Ken- 
tucky to break a quorum and prevent the 
election of John Sherman to the Senate. 

It was in 1887, the first term of Gov. 
Foraker, when “Fighting Bob” Kennedy 
was Lieutenant-Governor and presiding of- 
ficer in the Senate. Outrageous Democra- 
tic frauds had been committed in Cincin- 
nati, and the House delegation had been 
unseated by the Republican majority. 

It was in the Senate that the spectacular 
fight took place, and for days the parlia- 
mentary battle raged. The Democrats, 
who claimed to have elected twenty mem- 
bers (including the four from Hamilton 
county whose seats were being contested) 
out of the thirtyseven members of the 
Senate, left their seats at the Capitol in 
Columbus, and went to Kentucky so as to 
be beyond the reach of the sergeant-at- 
arms, leaving Senator Van Cleaf, a Demo- 
crat, alone to demand the roll caTl on ev- 
ery motion. The quorum was broken, nine- 
teen leaving the chamber. 

After nearly a week had been spent in 
fruitiess effort to get a quorum Van Cleaf 
was caught off his guard, and a resolution 
was suddenly offered and declared carried, 
seating the four Republican Senators from 
the Cincinnati district—Senators Richard- 
son, Kirchner, McGill and Hardecre. While 
the journal of the Senate did not show 
that a quorum had voted, neither did it 
disclose that less than a quorum had voted, 
while it did affirmatively declare that the 
resolution seating the contestants had been 
adopted. In passing upon the question the 
Supreme Court held that the inquiry could 
not go behind the journal of the Senate, 
and its affirmation must be accepted, un- | 


less contradicted by the record itself. | 

That saved John Sherman in the Sen- 
ate, defeating Allen G. Thurman, who | 
would have been re-elected but for the ac- 
tion of the Republicans of the Legislature 
in unseating what were then known as 
“the Hamilton county frauds.”

MEN AND THINGS 
OVER THE SEA. 


The serious freshet from which Paris suf- 
fered a few months ago, and the recent 
strike of railroad employees has caused to 
be revived the old proposition that Paris be 
made a seaport. The idea was first ad- 
vanced in 1822, and at that time was given 
serious consideration. From the sea to 
Rouen the Seine is sufficiently deep, but 


from there to Paris it is suggested that a 


canal should be cut. According to the high- 
est estimate, the total cost would not ex- 
ceed £10,000,000. The article points out 
that a steamer with a draught of twenty- 
two feet can carry 4500 tons—as much as 
450 railway trucks. It is probable, then, 
that in a single day enough provisions could 
be conveyed into Paris to feed the entire 
population for nearly three weeks. Incl- 
dentally, therefore, the scheme would re- 
lieve Parisians of the threat of starvation 
which has been hanging over them since 
the railway strike. An addition to the orig- 
inal project is proposed by means of which

THE INDIAN'S 7 HEREAFTER.

One is never more certain of freedom 
from hysteria in truth-secking than when 
dealing with the American Indian. Much of 
the romance and allegory with which the 
Indian is popularly accredited is the sheer 
invention of the white man’s fancy. We 
see the remnant of a people upon a broad 


3 and we see how the destruction 


of that people is premitted that, with a new 
people, life may begin afresh... There broods 
over this remnant the silence of a world 
tragedy, and in our efforts to interpret this 
mute and colossal mystery we permit imag- 
ination to lay hold and weave for us a many- 
colored fabric of fictitious Indian lore. | 

It is true, however, that in the back- 
ground of that consciousness which is the 
common heritage of all children of the sun, 
there has always rested an intimation of 
immortality. Apart from what the priests 
have taught them, and apart from strange, 
rich beliefs which an over-zealous sympathy 
has often ascribed to them, the Indians of all 
tribes do possess a faith in the hereafter.. 

Bob Mullen, the government-appointed 
chief of the Mission Indians on the Martinez 
reservation, recently visited Los Angeles 
and I talked with Bob about his soul. Bob is 
not romantic, nor is he profound. The agent 
made him chief because he is sound and 
bright. He is not handsome, he is not even 
picturesque, but he is good. Bob's theology 
is not consuming. It comprehends few de- 
tails, but the plan of Bob’s salvation is mer- 
cifully universal. When I inquired of Bob 
where Indians go when they are dead. Bob 
was neither hart nor surprised that I did not 
know. A great many persons do not know 
what becomes of Indians when they die. 

It is evidently much easier for an Indian 
to get from earth to Heaven through the 
earth than by the way of the sky, for in an- 
swer to my question, Bob pointed straight 
down. The sky is a more poetic location for 
Paradise, but in the mind of Bob and his 
people the ground is a surer starting point. 

Then I wanted to know whether only good 


Indians find their way in safety to the land 


of the beyond and Bob, whose philosophy 
speculates little and accepts much, was quick 
enough to instruct me on this vital point of 
the mysteries. “Good, bad, heap all same 
when dead,” he assured me. “Good, bad, 
me meet him there plenty soon.” 

Now, the interesting part of all this for 
me lies in the fact that Bob is not disturbed 
by dissolution as the apparent end of 
things, but has, in his dull knowing, a wit- 
ness of the unending and the unchanging. 
Bob is just an Indian, in spite of the genera 
tions of missionaries, and as the Simon-pure 
article of the first quality savage, Bob re- 
fuses to let death interfere with his plan of 
being. He has managed somehow to con- 
nect with a live wire, either of faith or 


knowledge, which sees death as a change 


of condition and not as and end of life. It 
is of no particular joy or comfort to Bob, 
but the point is that he has it. 

Over on the rgd Colorado the Yuma In- 
dians have a story of creation as full of 
comfort and beauty as that in the Hebrew’s 
book of Genesis or the Brahmin’s early 
Vedas. They believe that in the beginning 
the Good Spirit came and lived on earth 
with his people when he made them, and 
that he died in order to show them the 
way to the land of spirit. So satisfied are 
they abovt the terms and the realities of 
the after life that they do not mention their 
dead nor ever show sorrow after the first 
night of mouring, lest their grief disturb 
the one who has found the new life. Thus, 
without any help from modern gospels, 
these desert children have built for them- 
selves a future life which has the immense 
advantage of being instant, instead of im- 
posing the condition of a delayed resur- 
rection. 

Since all manner of men in some fashion 
believe in “life everlasting after death,” it 
seems to me that the point which must 
concern the evolved spiritual consciousness 
in men is the manner in which they may 
know the present for the Presence, the 
temporal for the permanent and the chang- 
ing for the changeless. If we feel that 
immortality is the highest truth of us, why 
may we not realize the immortal nature 
of ourselves here and now? Why do we 
wait for dissolution to bring us face to 
face with the true nature of life? If men 
do not die, then surely they only seem to do 
so, and the reason for this seeming must 
be found somewhere within life as we 
know it now. Perwaps we seem to die 
because we fail to live all of the truth that 
we know.

Freshmen Games Abolished; 
| Coaches Chased. 


Academic C ouncil Acts On 
Jordans Suggestion. 


Oppose Athletic 
Loss of College Sports.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Jan. 30. 
—f{Exclusive Dispatch.] Stanford ath- 
letics teceived the heaviest body blow 
it has ever stopped, today. when a res- 
olution was passed by the Academic 
Counct, at the request of President 
David Starr Jordan, that freshmen 
hereafter be prohibited from partici- 
pating in intercollegiate contests of any 
kind. 

Dr. Jordan igiee recommended that 
salaried coaches be permanently elim- 
inated and it ds expected that this 
recommendation will also be adopted 
by the Council. 
Many students regard the action as 
a step toward the abolition of all kinds 
of intercollegiate contests. The faculty 
asserts that it has not design against 
‘varsity games. As it is, freshmen 
football games and track meets have 


been wiped off the slate. 


Dr. Jordan's communication to the 


thairman of the Committee on Ath- 


letics follows: 

“With a view to carrying out cer- 
tain reforms in athletics on the de- 
sirability of which your committees 
and I are agreed, permit me to suggest 
that your committee, as soon as may. 
should make the following adjustment: 

“To provide that nu student shall take 
part in intercollegiate games in his 
first year in the university. I recom- 
mend that this arrangement be per- 
fected just as soon as our arrange- 
ments with the University of California 
will permit, and in any event not later 
than July 1, 1912. 

“To provide that no paid coaches be 
employed by the student body after 
the expiration of the terms of those 
now so employed and in any. event 
none later than January 1, 1912. 

“To provide for such notification as 
may be desiral¥e as to the rules con- 
cerning the period of eligibility to par- 
ticipate in intercollegiate games.” 

OFFICIAL ACTION. 

The action of the Academic Council 
was embodied in the following’ res- 
olutions: 


„Resolved that the Academic Council!

of the president to the chairman of 
the Athletic Committee as the fixed 
policy of the university; that, 
sible with due courtesy to the Univer- 
sity of California and in view of com- 
mittments already made, participation 
of first year students in intercollegate 
athietics cease at the end of the pres- 
ent academic year.” 

While no action was taken regard- 
ing Dr. Jordan’s suggestion relating 
to paid coaches it is well known that 
the university authorities are in favor 
of abolishing the paid coaching system 
even though such coaches are 
uates of the university. 

The entire faculty favors: the aboli- 
tion Of the freshman intercollegiate 
competitions. The project is not a one- 
man affair. The principal arguments 
in favor of the resolution as passed 
by the Academic Council are that the 
freshman games as such cause too much 
distraction for their relative import- 
ance; that the measure is a protec- 
tion for students against sacrificing 
themselves to college spirit: and that 
the emphasis should be placed on 
studies rather than on athietics. 

Many of those who support the games 
assert that it gets the freshman ac- 
quainted with the Stanford way of 
doing things, that it gets the freshmen 
acquainted each other, that it 
gets the freshmen out for athletics. 

STUDENTS OPPOSE IT. 


In regard to the claim that the scho- 


Jarship standard of freshmen engaged 


in athietics is lower than that of their 
classmates so engaged, L. L. Hill; 11 
of Los Angeles, editor of the student 
daily paper which opposes the change, 
gives statistics to show that the fresh- 
men athletes are not in need of be- 
ing taken out of athletics as a stimulus 
to study. 

The ideal which the faculty holds up 
for athletics at Stanford is to get all 
the men of the university engaged in 
some line of athletic work. 

In regard to the clause in the letter 
of the president relating to the aboli- 
tion of paid coaches at Stanford, there 
seems to be a grater unanimity of 
opinion both among the faculty and 
the studenty body. 

Dr. Jordan said: The students know 
the game themselves and can run 
themselves. Some of the men in the 
team understand the game better than 
the coach himself. Bleacher athlietic< 
should not be encouraged. 
are for athletes and not for those not 
engaged jn the sport. Paid coaches 
are apt to ov er-emphasize the bieacher 
side of athietics. 

FAVOR SPORTS. 

It is definitely known that this move 
of the faculty is not one looking for- 
ward to any abolition of intercollegiate 
sports. 

As an argument for the retention of 
paid coaches, it has been stated that 
under any system of student coaching 
would be the inevitable re-

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Flock of Pelicans Steal Bali and

Intense excitement reigned among 
the fifty or more anglers on pier No.

Buttery Men Must Understand ; 


Each Other and Pitcher, If Possi- 
ble, Should Always Have Same 
Backstop—Base Running Some- 
times Due to Twirler's Negligence. © 


Mordecai Brown, the famous Chicago 
National League pitcher, who is in Los 
Angeles for a visit of several days, 


“I have learned that I can pitch best 


to one catcher, because we come to 


understand each other’s strong and 
weak points, and play accordingly,” 


said the three-fingered wizard. “Har- 


mony in action and thought is gained 


‘when the battery men work together 


regularly, and without that neither 
pitcher nor catcher is able to do his 
best. The pitcher has enough to do 


without trying to please a catcher who 


doesn't understand him. 


“The pitcher understands why the. 


catcher’s judgment differs with his 


only when they work together regu- 


larly. Each knows then just what the 


other can do. A catcher who doesn't 


know his pitcher's strong and weak 
, and one 
little slip has lost many a ball game. 
“The advantage is just as strong for 
the catcher. The fans know a lot more 


about baseball than they did a few 


years ago, but they haven't learned 
that the catcher isn’t to blame for 
most stolen bases. A good catcher can 
throw out a good base runner if the 
runner is held close to the base and 
the ball is pitched so he doesn’t lose 
his balance in getting it. When the 
base runner is allowed too much of a 
lead the catcher is hurried, and often 
his throw goes wild 


“The pitcher should study the base 
runner and the catcher t batter. 
Battery men learn to each 


other's judgment in this only by play 
ing together regularly. 

“The pitcher should study the base 
runner if he has to figure out what to 
give the batter. I have often been 
caught napping by the base runner 
when I gave too much attention to the. 
batter. It is up to the pitcher to watch 
outfielders. Understanding be- 
tween the battery men helps the pitch- 
er when he is tired or being hit hard. 

“Another wonderful advantage to 
the pitcher is to know what kind of 
balls the catcher can handle and throw 
out a base runner. Many catchers 
cannot get a low ball. away quick 
enough to get the runner. Inside ball 
is mostly the little things. When 
catcher calls for a pitch-out. or wide 
ball, to catch a runner going to second, 
and the runner goes on that particular 
ball, the pitcher is given confidence. 

“The pitcher has to.rely on the 
catcher’s judgment on a bunt If he can
